WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson says record high 
employment 
and

low in the jobless rate are 
strong evidence that the recent 
tax cut is timulating the na

“I am greatly encouraged,” 
Johnson said after the Labor De­ 
partment 
announced 
Friday 
that 
unemployment 
dipped 
sharply to 5.1 per cent in May 
while employment climbed to an 
all-time high of 71.1 million. 
But Johnson and the depart­ 
ment cautioned that the situa­ 
tion could worsen this month as 
millions of youths leave class­ 
rooms and go job-hunting. 
Johnson said the teen-age un­ 
employment rate of about 16 per 
cent was “extremely serious ” 
“We must and will make fur­ 
ther progress in this area,” he 
said. 
He also plugged for his anti­ 
poverty legislation before Con­ 
gress, saying: “ It will provide 
both training and job opportuni­ 
ties for our young people and 
thereby strike at one of the basic 
roots of poverty.”

Proper Steps 


Can Lead to 


Algae Control 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
There are several things you 
can do to control algae in lawns 
or on buildings. 
This tiny water plant often 
shows up as a dark-green to 
blackish scum-like growth on 
bare spots or thinned-out turf, 
on wood siding of shaded build­ 
ings, patios and flagstone steps. 
On a lawn, algae are worse 
in shaded, compact spots. On 
buildings they appear where ov­ 
erhanging trees shade the area 
and restrict air circulation, or 
where water stands for a long 
time. 
If the affected area dries out, 
the m atted algae form a thick, 
black crust that later peels and 
curls upward. 
Better soil drainage, increas­ 
ed light, a good fertilization pro­ 
gram and good air drainage will 
help control 
algae 
in 
lawns, 
says Dr. R. E. Partyka, Ohio 
State University plant patholo­ 
gist. A spray of copper sulfate 
at one to two ounces for each I, 
OOO square feet will give good 
control. Phygon-XL at a rate of 
two teaspoons for each gallon 
sprayed on the affected area 
also 
will help. 
Dusting with 
lime at a rate of two to five 
pounds for each 
1,000 
square 
feet is still another control m ea­ 
sure. 
Algae growing on buildings, 
stones should be washed off and 
the area sprayed with a copper 
sulfate solution, using one ounce 
for each gallon of water. 
Copper sulfate is corrosive to 
metal eave troughs, downspouts, 
and metal spray equipment, Dr. 
Partyka points out. They should 
be washed with water immed­ 
iately after treatment.

The combination steam - dry 
iron has become standard equip­ 
ment in most households. Many 
individuals 
away 
from 
home 
use it regularly. 
Switching the iron easily from 
steam to dry helps the h o rn e - 
makers provide 
proper 
treat­ 
ment for all their varied press 
and iron jobs. 
Steam irons are available in 
flash and boiler types. Because 
of the construction used, t h e y 
have certain characteristics of 
performance and require slight­ 
ly different care. 
In the flash or “ drip” type, the 
water is converted to steam as 
drop by drop falls on a heated 
area and is directed through op­ 
enings in the soleplate. This type 
can usually be identified by the 
fill opening which rem ains open 
or because steam ing stops when 
iron is in upright position. It is 
ready to use as soon as soleplate 
heats to “steam ” setting — I or 
2 minutes. 
The boiler of “ Kettle” type 
has sealed container for water. 
When all the water is heated to 
b o i l i n g , 
the 
steam is re­ 
leased through the tubes to t h e 
vent openings in soleplate. 
Identify this type by the seal­ 
ed container or tight closing 
of water-fill opening. It also has 
a longer heat - up period — 3 
to 8 minutes. 
The flash type converts easily 
from steam to dry ironing by 
the flip of a switch. The boiler 
type continues steaming while 
there is w ater in the iron. It 
must be e rn p t i e d or exhaust­ 
ed of steam to convert to dry ir­ 
oning. 
The boiler type may be I e s s 
quickly affected by use of hard 
tap water. Emptying and rins­ 
ing, rather than boiling dry, will 
reduce sediment deposit. Steam 


irons should be emptied of wat­ 
er before storing. 
What type of w ater should 
you use in your steam iron? 
Weigh the cost and inconven­ 
ience of obtaining distilled or de­ 
mineralized water versus having 
the s t e a m iron cleaned out 
more often if you use tap water. 
Distilled w ater may be pur­ 
chased at some drugstores, com­ 
m ercial laundries or dry clean­ 
ers. Check the prices. Make sure 
you are not getting only “soften­ 
ed” water. 
Distilled and demineralized or 
‘deionized” water are the best 
types to use. Soft tap water, 
boiled tap water, “ defrost” wa­ 
ter, and rain water may be used 
in 
some 
instances. 
Minerals 
s h o u l d try to be removed 
from these types of water. Hard 
tap w ater and water conditioned 
with packaged softeners should 
not be used. 
What to do about c l o g g e d 
vents? The “ best treatm ent is 
prevention.” The next best is to 
have iron cleaned at an author­ 
ized service station. 
The vinegar treatm ent is sug­ 
gested by some manufacturers. 
This mild acid is fairly effective 
in removing calcium carbonate, 
one of the minerals which col­ 
lects in the vents and valves. 
Fill the w ater container with 
clear white distilled vinegar and 
steam for 2 minutes. Let stand 
overnight, 
then rinse several

noticed that wheat is going to be 
b o t h e r e d by loose s m u t 
again this year. 
Loose smut is common in 
the Wheatfields of the Eastern 
U n i t e d States and causes 
an average loss in yield of 
a b o u t 1.5 per cent. Losses 
from this disease in individual 
fields may amount to 30 p e r 
cent or more. 
Smut is very noticeable as 
soon as the wheat heads appear. 
The g l u m e s and other floral 
parts of 
the 
newly 
emerged 
heads are almost completely re­ 
placed by black masses. 
The spores are held loosely in 
the smutted heads and are car­ 
ried away at the time the heal­ 
thy w h e a t heads are in flower 
by winds, rain, insects or other 
agents. After the smut is gone, 
only the inconspicuous central 
stalk of the head remains. 
* * * 
SOME of the spores, in the 
course of their dissemination, 
are carried to the flowers within 
the g l u m e s , or chaff, of t h e 
healthy wheat heads. Here t h e 
spores germ inate and produce 
an internal infection of the de­ 
veloping kernels. 
When m a t u r e , the infected 
kernels cannot be distinguished 
from noninfected kernels. How­ 
ever, i f the i n f e c t e d ones 
are used for seed without being 
treated, the internally borne fun­ 
gus starts growing as the kernel 
germ inates and spreads upward 
into the plant as it develops. Fi­ 
nally, when the heads appear, 
they are composed of the sm ut 
masses described. 
Because the loose sm ut organ­ 
ism invades the internal parts 
of the k e r n e l , the disease 
cannot be controlled by treating 
the seed with the easily applied 
surface 
disinfectants 
as 
for 
bunt. It may, however, be 'effec­ 
tively controlled by anaerobic 
treatm ent or by a modified hot- 
water treatm ent. 
* * • 
IN THE anaerobic 
method, 
loose sm ut has been controlled 
by soaking the seed in water for 
eight hours, then draining off ex­ 
cess water, and holding the wet 
seed in airtight containers for 36 
to 48 hours at 32 degrees centi­ 
grade or for 48 to 60 hours at 28 
degrees. 
After 
treatm ent 
the 
grain 
must be removed from the air­ 
tight containers and dried. Es 
sentially no reduction in seed 
germination results. 
It is convenient to put the seed 
in b u r l a p bags 
(30 to 40 
pounds per bag) for treatm ent. 
A 55-gallon steel drum with a 
clamp - on lid makes a conven­ 
ient container. A foam rubber 
gasket between the drum r i m 
and the lid makes a satisfactory 
air seal. 


The hot-water treatment is 
as f o 11 o w s: Put the seed in 
burlap bags, 
until 
each 
is 
about half filled, then tie at 
the top. The seed is then soak-

I s i n c e tem perature and t i m e 
i limits are critical. A sufficient 
quantity of seed can be treated 
to sow a plot some distance 
from the main crop, so that seed 
ed in unheated water for about I from the t r e a t e d plot will 
serve as a source of clean seed 
for the following year.

6 hours. D u r i n g this time 
the sacks should be placed on 
t h e i r sides and should be 
t u r n e d or rolled occasional­ 
ly. 
The presoaked seed is then 
dipped for two minutes in water 
held at 120 degrees F ah ren h eit- 
then immersed for IO minutes in 
water held at 129 degrees. T h e 
sacks should be moved about to 
insure even penetration of t h e 
heat. Immediately after treat­ 
m ent the seed should be spread 
out in a thin layer to coal and 
dry. 
N e i t h e r method is recom ­ 
mended for treating seed for an 
entire crop. The hot-water meth­ 
od particularly is difficult even1 


ISOLATION is important, be­ 
cause infection may take place 
if loose smut is present in near­ 
by fields. 
A few varieties of wheat are 
resistant to most prevalent ra ­

Bar­ 
ry Goldwater’s nomination for 
president. 
Letter-writing campaigns are 
old hat to politicians but they 
point to several elements that 
make this one unusual. 
For one thing, Coldwater is 
the (wily candidate mentioned in 
virtually all the letters that be­ 
gan flowing early this year. 
The volume has been steady 
and is increasing. 
Most letters are hand-written 
or typed on good stationery, 
m a n y of them with printed 
names and addresses of indivi­ 
duals, professional people and 
business concerns. They come 
from all part of the state. 
All are well-phrased and ser­ 
ious in advocating Goldwater’s 
nomination, indicating to recipi­ 
ents that most writers are in 
the moderate or well to do in­ 
come brackets. 
None of those examined h a s 
crank” or radical character­ 
istics common to many letter- 
writing campaigns. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes, ‘‘fav­ 
orite son” of Ohio’s uncommit­ 
ted, 8-vote delegation, is re­ 
ceiving about 150 letters a week 
The volume has swelled in rec­ 
ent weeks. 
COP State Chairman Ray C 
Bliss and other delegates - at- 
large estimate a flow of IO to 
15 a day. District delegates 
also are beneficiaries. 
State Auditor Roger Tracy, 
Atty. Gen. William Saxbe and 
State Treasurer John Herbert 
make similar estimates.

Dr. N. D. Livingston Jr., Co­ 
lumbus physician heading the 
Ohio Coldwater for President 
Committee, e x p l a i n s that 
monthly action 
bulletins urge 
letter-writing to Rhodes and the 
delegates. 
But he expressed pleased sur­ 
prise upon learning of the vol­ 
ume. Livingston estimated a 
committee mailing post of more 
than 100,000 but believes many 
letters s p r i n g from ‘‘grass 
roots” sentiment. 
‘‘We have been impressed all 
along with the increasing num 
hers of people who want Cold­ 
water,’* he explains. ‘‘They ask 
for information and what they 
can do. We have encouraged 
followers to inform themselves 
about Coldwater and the issues.

The reason is that those who 
like to advertise their own good 
g u e s s e s ordinarily forget the 
boo boos they have 
made. 
To 
hold on to my party card in the 
ranks of the humble, then, let 
me 
b r a c k e t my claim 
to 
prescience on a couple of m at­ 
ters with the memory of having 
made a mistake about the U.S. 
and Central African politics: 
I 
once wrote a column predicting 
the Moise Tshombe would keep- 
his hold on the Katanga part of 
the Congo. Before that particu­ 
lar column had appeared in print 
the U. S. had cooperated with 
the U.N. to send Tshombe into 
exile. 
In a couple of other prophecies 
this column has done vastly bet­ 
ter. I r e c a l l predicting, in 
January of 1963, that the seven 
million car year had come to 
stay. T h r e e months later Hen­ 
ry Ford II said the same thing, 
and the forecast thus became 
gospel in Detroit. And just last 
January, in a column devoted to

In a report issued by t h e 
Federal Reserve Board, it

These aren’t great 
sums, but it was only a few 
months ago that people w e r e 
pointing to the 
gold outflow 
from the U. S. as something des­ 
tined to be chronic.

p o i n t s out, is that L y n d o n 
Johnson has created conficence 
in the U. S. economy. Money has 
been c o m i n g here even in a 
climate of low interest rates 
simply because the American

here 
continues 
to 
look good. Meanwhile, in Europe 
inflationary 
t r o u b l e s 
are 
mounting. The Italian economy 
has been in real trouble, and the 
threat of a Labor Party victory 
in E n g l a n d and leftist union 
troubles on the continent are not 
reassuring to Europeans with 
cash balances to protect. 
Confidence in the U. S. Econ­ 
omy will, of c o u r s e , depend 


in the long run on continuing the 
disciplinary measures of t h e 
past few years. Though the steel 
companies have griped about the 
“ d u m p i n g ” on these shores 
of f o r e i g n steel, they h a v e 
foregone the crybaby tactic of 
depending on Congress to g i v e 
them compensatory tariffs. In­ 
stead, as befits competitive cap­ 
italists, they have plunged into 
the business of renovating their 
mills. The oxygen furnace and 
the continuous casting process 
should make American steel far 
more competitive when t h e y 
have become standard in t h e 
U. S. steelmaking towns. 
The u n i o n s , too, have been 
willing to abide by competitive 
realities. There have been f e w 
union wage contracts written in 
recent months that have tended 
to push b e y o n d the point of 
natural productivity increases. 
A f t e r prolonged stalem ate the 
railroads have finally been per­ 
mitted to do something about the 
featherbedding issue. And t h e 
rise of “ unit train” shipments 
has cut the cost of transporting 
coal to the point where a b i g

tidewater electric power com­ 
pany such as New York’s Con­ 
solidated Edison can announce 
that it is planning to buy coal 
for its fuel in preference to tak­ 
ing more residual oil from Ven­ 
ezuela or wherever. 
The danger is that the John­ 
son confidence boom may en­ 
gender too many giddy feelings. 
The possibility of an automobile 
strike is something to watch.

On D-Day, 20 Years Ago Today 


EDITOR’S NOTE—“It was all 
so fascinating there was no time 
to be scared.” So it was on D- 
Day—June 6, 1944—recalls Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, then the 
brand new commander of the 
101st Airborne Division, now the 
nation’s top military man as 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff.

WASHINGTON (AP) — “Mon 
general, use this bullet on the 
Boche.” 


Thus did an old French farm­ 
er welcome Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor to Normandy 20 years 
ago. 
A few hours earlier, in the 
predawn darkness, Taylor had 
leaped from a low-flying trans­ 
port plane to lead the first wave 
of U.S. paratroopers in the his­ 
toric assault. 
Uncertain where he was, Tay­ 
lor had walked up to a French 
farmhouse, knocked on the door 
and asked for help in getting his 
bearings.

The old farmer, overjoyed 
that the Americans had come, 
disappeared for a moment and 
then returned with his bullet— 
a token of his hope for victory 
over the Germans. 
Today, Taylor is the top mili­ 
tary man in the United States, 
and he still recalls D-Day as 
“the most dramatic day I ever 
spent in my life.” 
This says much—for few men 
living have witnessed as many 
dramatic and historic days. 
In his time, Taylor has slipped 
alone into Nazi-held Rome to 
negotiate with the Italians, con­ 
fronted the Russians as U.S. 
commander in Berlin, led in 
some of the most desperate 
fighting in Korea, sat at Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy’s right 
hand during the Cuban missile 
crisis. 
Recently, the slender, gray­ 
haired soldier of 62 sat in his 
Pentagon office 
and chatted 
with a reporter about D-Day, 
the 6th of June, 1944. 
Now Taylor wears four stars 
as chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. He also wears 40 decor­ 
ations. many for valor. 
At the time of Normandy, he 
had only recently pinned on his 
second star and taken command 
of the 101st Airborne Division in 
England. 
The assault on Nazi Germanys 
“Fortress 
Europe” 
was 
the 
lOlst’s baptism in battle. It also 
was Taylor’s first combat jump. 
Here, after refreshing his re­ 
collection, is the way Taylor 
described that day: 
‘This was the first action of 
the 101st—it had to go right. I 
wanted to be sure that the spirit 
and confidence of the men were 
high. I visited all units in their 
17 departure areas and talked 
to the men in groups from 1,000 
down to 24. 
We 
had 
an early heavy 
dinner about 6 o’clock. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower accom­ 
panied us to the departure air­ 
field. About ll o’clock at night— 
it was still daylight there—Gen. 
Eisenhower went from group to 
group talking to the men as they 
got into their parachutes. 
“As we got into the air, dark­ 
ness had just begun to fall. We 
circled around o v e r southern 
England and waited for the 
transport fleets to 
fall 
into 
formation. It was a beautiful 
sight as we 
fell 
into line, 
straightened out and headed for 
France, 
“As we got closer we saw our 
greatest enemy — fog. This 
weather was a surprise. We 
thought we had a clear night 
and yet there was a great bank 
of fog. The planes flew in a 
formation of V’s—almost touch­ 
ing wings—in very tight forma­ 
tion as we crossed the Channel. 
“The fog was not continuous 
—here it was cloudy and there 
it opened up with the bright 
quarter moon shining through. 
We could see the ground from 
time to time. 
“While we were still in the 
fog. on came the red light, 
which means — Stand up and 
check equipment. We lined up 
tight against the door. The fog 
lifted just as we got the red 
light showing four minutes to 
go—and then cleared complete­ 
ly. 
“The plane slowed down to 
IOO miles an hour — the green 
light meaning ‘jump* came on. 
The sky was red with rockets— 
flak of all descriptions—a few 
burning planes on the ground. 
“It was all so fascinating 
there was no time to be scared. 
It was the greatest show ever 
put on for a soldier’s eye. There 
was plenty going on—everybody 
shooting at something. 
“It was a great thrill to get 
out of the airplane—we jumped

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from a height of 500 feet, leav­ 
ing little time to adjust oneself 
before hitting the ground. I hit 
the ground with a crash and it 
took an appreciable length of 
time to recover. 
“The next problem was to get 
out of the ’chute and it was a 
battle. I finailly had to use my 
trench knife to cut myself out. 
“After I got loose and looked 
around, there was not an Amer­ 
ican to be found.

I listened hard for the sound of 
a cricket—in the division we all 
carried a little cricket like 
child’s toy that we used for 
identification, and it turned out 
to be very useful that morning. 
“After about 20 minutes I 
found new trenches and felt sure 
I would run into a German unit. 
I heard somebody move behind 
one of the hedgerows and then 
that somebody cricketed. 
“It was the sound I had been 
listening for—and it was a most 
beautiful one to hear, to be fol­ 
lowed by the appearance of an 
American soldier. I thought he 
was the best sight I have ever 
seen. There he was, looking just 
as tough as could be—and just 
as tough as I hoped he was. 
“Thereafter, assembling went 
on slowly. It was nearly day­ 
light before we had assembled 
some 80 to 90 men out of the 
800 troops that were supposed to 
be in the area. 
“We had the division artillery 
commander, Gen. Anthony Mc- 
Auliffe, the division chief of 
staff, the division engineer—all 
the brass 
along with radio 
operators, cooks, KP’s—but only 
about 20 riflemen.” 
As Taylor is fond of saying 
when he looks back on those 
hectic early hours of the great 
invasion: “Never were so few 
commanded by so many.” 
It turned out that the wide 
dispersal of the division proved 
an advantage in the confused 
fighting. 
“It set off rumors that we 
were everywhere,” Taylor said. 
The division’s mission was to 
capture four causeways leading 
from the beaches, so the troops 
landing by sea could move in 
land. 
After he made sure of his 
location. 
Taylor 
headed 
his 
small force for the causeways 
some three miles away. All he 
had for personal arms were 
pistol and grenades. 
At the end of that long day, 
Taylor said, “We had the cause­ 
ways and the mission was ac­ 
complished.”

The germ is so rare that doc­ 
tors at the Com unicable Dis­ 
ease Center in Atlanta are con­ 
fident it would be spotted im­ 
mediately should it turn up in 
this country. 
Health workers at ports of en­ 
try and other populated centers 
throughout the United States 
have been alerted to watch for 
“ Phange Type 34” typhoid, the 
strain identified as responsible 
for the Aberdeen cas*es. 
No cases of Type 34 typhoid 
have been reported in the Unit­ 
ed States for 18 months, so any 
sudden appearance of the germ 
here would be linked to the 
Scottish epidemic, doctors said.

communique in which he would 
have accepted responsibility for 
failure. 
The article—“Could The Ger­ 
mans Have Won?”—is written 
by Martin Blumenson, civilian 
historian in the Army’s Office 
of the Chief of Military History. 
It includes a pnotographic copy 
of 
Eisenhower’s 
handwritten 
memo, 
with 
a 
few 
words 
scratched out by the general as 
he phrased the announcement 
he might have to use. After the 
opening 
sentence 
concerning 
failure and witndrawal of forc­ 
es, Eisenhower wrote: 
“My decision to attack at this 
time and place was based upon 
the best information availaDle. 
Tne troops, the air and the 
Navy did all that bravery and 
devotion to duty could do. lf any 
blame or fault attaches to the 
attempt, it is mine alone.” 
Blumenson writes that a num­ 
ber of things could have defeats 
ed the invasion: 
Bad 
weather 
at 
the 
start 
could have continued and com­ 
plicated the amphibious landing 
of the 150,000 troops the first 24 
hours and upset airborne opera­ 
tions further, lf that had hap­ 
pened, the “cross-Channel at­ 
tack would have foundered.” 
The 
Germans’ 
15th 
Army, 
strongest in Western Europe, 
was deployed for anti-invasion 
—but at the wrong place, thanks 
to a deceptive plan of the Al* 
lies. 
“Had the Germans moved th* 
15th Army to Normandy instead 
of keeping it in the Pas-de-Ca- 
lais (to the north and at the 
narrowest part of the English 
Channel) for an invasion that 
never came, they might well 
have won the battle of D-Day,” 
Blumenson writes. 
Adolf Hitler had conflicting 
advice from two top command­ 
ers. Field Marshal Gerd von 
Rundstedt, commander in West­ 
ern Europe, said a strong force 
should be kept in reserve, to be 
moved to whatever point the Al­ 
lied landing appeared. 
But 
Field 
Marshal 
Erwin 
Rommel, 
army 
group 
com­ 
mander in t h e invasion area, 
wanted the reserve force im­ 
mediately behind the beaches 
because he feared a central re­ 
serve force would be unable to 
move to a menaced point due to 
Allied air power. 
Hitler hadn’t decided which 
plan to accept when the landing 
started.
